The ‘immortal ”’ is dull and narrow, and 
has only attained his position through the intrigues of 
his wife. Of this he is quite unconscious, his thoughts 
seldom straying from his dusty tomes. The wife, when 
introduced, is sacrificing happiness and honor for their 
worthless son, who spends upon his vicious companions 
the money he wrings from his parents. The book is in 
its entirety a strong picture of the heartless, unscrupu- 
lous life of fashionable Paris.

REMEDIES FOR UNDERSELLING. 

THE remarks on the German  book-trade 
which we made last week again lead us to 
point out how futile must be all - measures 
looking to the support of fictitious prices. So 
long as a trade handles goods on which the 
manufacturers allow a discount which provides 
for excessive profit over and above legitimate 
expenses and reimbursement for doing business, 
so long will that trade experience the mortifica- 
tion of seeing some take advantage of that fact 
to regulate the retail price of the goods in ques- 
tion to the disadvantage of those who maintain 
full prices. That is, if the retail price ena- 
bles the manufacturer to give his constituents 
discounts ranging from a third to fifty and ten, 
those who live in the delusion of getting the full 
retail price must be prepared to see others, who 
are satisfied with making from ten to twenty per 
cent. for themselves, give the rest away. Every 
wide-awake bookseller in this country has by this 
time awakened to this fact and acts accordingly. 

The only thing lacking now is the determina- 
tion on the part of the publishers to recognize the 
evil effects of this system and to take measures 
individually or concertedly to reduce the retail 
prices of their publications, and with them the 
discounts, toa legitimate standard. That, in our 
opinion, would regulate the matter in a very 
short time. Nothing else, certainly no violent 


measures like those inaugurated by our German 


brethren, will effect this. We admit it is easily 
assumed that means can be found to force cer- 
tain people to dispose of their wares at a fixed 


price. In a very few restricted lines of trade 


this may be possible, but not generally. A 
man’s right in his property, in this country at 
least, is undisputed. No one can prevent his 
giving it away if he be so disposed. But no ra- 


tional business man will in the long run adopt 


such a policy. He will not even feel disposed to 
sell his goods for what he gave for them. His 


business is to make money—the more the better. 
He may find it profitable to use at given times cer- 
tain goods as “ leaders;” but, from our knowledge 
of this mode of doing business, even that is 
carried on in moderation. In the case of books 
unfortunately more than in any other line of 
goods, the crazy discount system has afforded 
the bazaars a rich run of bait. As” has been 
proven again and again, good books are on the 
whole not sold much cheaper at these places 
than they. can be bought at dona fide book-stores. 
But how can the public be made to understand 
this? They are confronted with the inevitable 
and undeniable ‘‘ publishers’ prices” and ‘‘ our 
prices,” and the difference in many cases is, to 
the uninitiated mind, considerable. A set of books 


for which the publisher asks $14, to be had at 
Mr. Moneymaker’s establishment for $7. The 
public at once recognizes the philanthropy of 
this merchant, and to him they bring their pat- 
ronage, never stopping to ask their next door 
bookseller whether he can meet this competition, 
but taking it for granted that he cannot. How 
can he, keeping only a bookstore and one ever 
so much smaller than his more enterprising 
rival? So they say to themselves. 

But, were it universally known that this next- 


door bookseller can sell almost at Mr. Money- 
maker’s prices; that the difference would be a 
mere trifle ; that, in fact, it would mean simply a 
matter of car fare, need it be pointed out where the 
public would buy its books? At the quiet, or- 
derly, well-appointed intelligently officered book- 
store, where not only the literature of the day 
but of all time could be had, and information as 
to the kind and quality most to be desired; or in 
the hurly-burly of the big shop, where every pur- 
chaser must know beforehand what he wants or 
put up with what is handed to him? 

And yet the publishers of this country seem to 
be unable to recognize this, and in many ways 
play directly into the hands of the bazaars. Not 
only do they sell them the goods on this fictitious 
basis, but they go still further and help the 
bazaars to keep up the delusion by consenting to 
advertise over their firm names, in the literary 
mediums issued by the bazaars, the retail prices 
which are being undersold in these very estab- 


lishments. It isa humiliating spectacle to read 


in the reading-matter columns of one of these 
journals, which lately has been advertised broad- 
cast in all the leading papers in the United 


States, ‘‘our price” for a book as 64 cents, 


which elsewhere in that issue is advertised by the 
publisher for $1. Who will blame the public for 
having lost its faith in the book-stores, and why 
wonder that the book business is not as prosper- 


ous as it might be? We ask afew moments of 


sober consideration of this matter. 
It will be impossible to get united action to 
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begin with a reform like the one hinted at. But 
enough large houses we think could now be 
found ready to fall into line to insure the suc- 
cess of such a measure if only some senior will 
take the initiative. The rest will follow in good 
time, and the smaller concerns must olens volens. 





Ir is natural, however, that bad methods in 
business should breed other bad methods, and we 
do not wonder that acorrespondent else where pro- 
poses a Retail Booksellers’ Syndicate, through 
which they might bring to bear upon publishers 
the same pressure which the syndicate of the dry- 
goods houses is said todo. The above article in- 
dicates sufficiently that we do believe in artificial 
combines as the true remedy for trade evils. 


On the plan proposed somebody would have to 
pay the agent for his work, and the payments to 
him would necessarily be in proportion to the 
business done, so that we doubt if the retailers 
concerned would in the long run do any better if 


as well as under the present system of competition 
among jobbers. Indeed it is not so important 
that retailers should have big discounts, which are 
almost sure, as we have pointed out, to demoralize 
the selling price of books, but that the prices 
should be made sufficiently low to permit only 
small discounts, which the booksellers would 
actually save as their margin of profit. One of 
the chief objections of the publishers all along 
has been that the moment prices were lowered, 


booksellers would again begin to press for in- 
creased discounts. We should deprecate, there- 
fore, very strongly any such combination or syn- 
dicate as our friends suggest. 


AN IMPORTANT CUSTOMS DECISION, 


AN important decision concerning the impor- 
tation of magazines in sheet or unbound form 
has just been rendered by the Treasury De- 
partment on an appeal made by the Leonard 
Scott Publication Company of New York. The 
text of the decision is as follows, and is ad- 
dressed to the Collector of Customs at New 
York: 

The Department is in receipt of your letter 
of the 26th ultimo, reporting in the matter of 
the communication of the Leonard Scott Publi- 
cation Company of the 6th idem respecting the 
assessment of duty on their importations of peri- 
odicals. 

It appears from the statements of the parties 
and the report of the Appraiser which accom- 
panied your letter that the periodicals referred 
to are The Nimeteenth Century, The Quar- 
terly Review, The Edinburgh Review, The 


Contemporary Review, The Fortnightly Re- 


view, and The Scottish Review, the circu- 
lation of which in this country is controlled 
by the Leonard Scott Publication Company; 
that in order to secure the prompt delivery 
of the said periodicals to their subscribers in 


this country, the printed sheets are imported 


flat in the condition in which they come direct 
from the press, without folding or binding, but 
with the title printed on-the first page.

Duty appears to have been assessed on these 
sheets as printed matter under Department’s de- 
cision of April 7, 1887 (S. 8165). 

The decision cited was not intended to be ap- 
plied to cases of this character where well- 
known periodicals bearing evidence of their 
character as such are imported at or near the 
date of their issue, and you will please cause 
the practice at your port to be changed ac- 
cordingly, and hereafter cause these and all other 
periodicals, which can be identified as such on 
examination, to be admitted free of duty when 
arriving at or near the date of their issuance, 
whether bound or unbound, or with or without

PROPOSAI FOR A BOOKSELLERS SYNDICATE. 
CHATTANOOGA, TENN., February 15, 1880. 
To the Editor of the Publishers’ Weekly: 

DEAR Sir: Why carinot the booksellers learn a 
lesson from the dry-goods book-butchers? They 
form a -syndicate and appoint one man to do the 
buying for a number of houses. I would suggest 
to the retail booksellers of the United States 
that they unite and do all their buying through 
one man as purchasing agent for ‘‘ The Retail 
Booksellers’ Syndicate.” 

If any publisher refused to give said agent his 
bottom figures, there will be an opportunity for the 
retailers’ syndicate to refuse to handle any more 
of said publisher’s publications. 

Tf the retail dealers will unite in this manner 
and refuse to handle any publications from any 
publisher whosells to the dry-goods book-butchers, 
the publishers will learn that they cannot afford 
to sell to the dry-goods man and lose the entire 
trade of the booksellers of the United States. 

There is much truth in the old proverb, “ In 
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union there is strength,” and if the booksellers will 
unite as suggested they will soon see the benefi- 
cial result. 

Say a new book is announced for early publi- 
cation; let the representative of the retail dealers go 
to the publisher and say, ‘‘ I purchase for somany 


| booksellers; what is your lowest price to me?” 


When he gets the price let him mail to each 
member of the syndicate a circular letter stating 
the price of the books and request them to send in 
their orders at once, and when the orders reach 
him let him buy and ship to each party. 

I know several attempts have been made to 
unite the booksellers, but each attempt has failed, 
yet there never has been a time when circum- 
stances make it so imperative and so easy to ac- 
complish a union as the present, if it is brought 
to the attention of the trade. If they, the book- 
sellers, will reflect but a moment they will readily 
understand the necessity of uniting and acting as 
one man, and will at once proceed to take steps 
to accomplish the required result.

The book made a 
profound sensation in the North, and won from 
Charles Sumner the encomium that it was ‘* worth 
a whole phalanx in the cause of human freedom.” 

After the war she continued her translations, 
the most important being six volumes of Henri 
Martin’s “ Unabridged History of France.” 

In 1867 she was called to the editorial chair of 
Harper's Bazar. She held that position when 
the first copy was issued, and has held it ever since, 
seldom leaving her duties except for a brief va~- 
cation, She was the most constant and hard
